approval. 


Ihe area includes all property 


along Highway 
07 east to 
the 


Overpass, runs north to the rail- 
way and southeast almost to Pines 
Swimming 
Pool. It would 
bring 


several hundred residents into the 
city. 


The petition was signed by a 


majority of property holders in" the 
area and is the second lime it has 
been 
presented, 
the 
first 
being 


turned down by the council. 


Hope City Council must accept 


or reject .the petition within 30 days 
and if accepted, must be reap- 
proved by the court within GO days. 


W. S. Atkins presided as special 


judge appointed by the governor 
because Judge Fred A. Luck owns 
property 
in the area involved. 


On July 20, Judge Fred A. Luck 


accepted a petition from residents 
of the Magnolia 
and Hempstead 


Heights additions, north and east 
of Hope.

Kicks Cost of l-ivinn Up Again

the U.S. 
Department 


' Labor 
got 
around to 
approving 


the General Motors-UAW 
it did so with the hope 
agreement "may greatly influence 
the trend of collective bargaining 
in the United States." 


This statement appeared, rather 


ironically, on the same day that 
the United States Steel 
Corpora- 


tion and the Weirton Steel Com- 
pany announced hourly wage rises 
of 13 and 
14 cents, 
respectively. 


Soon after, U.S. Steel announced a 
sizable price increase.

The steel agreements were not 


influenced by the General Motors 
contracl, 
which lied wage 
in- 


creases and, to a limited extent, 
decreases to the cost of living. In- 
stead, they added a slronjr 
and 


dangerous pressure lo the infla- 
tionary spiral at a time when food 
costs were at a record high. Sim- 
ilar pressure had been applied 
a 


few days before by the new con- 
tract with the coal miners. 


Thus an all too familiar chain 


reaction has baen set in motion 


, again. Our two most important ba- 


sic materials of industry have given 
living costs

celeration. Their price

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Botulism is a kind of food poison- 


in.!,'. It is caused by .swallowing 
a toxin or poison produced by the 
«rt.'H-tli of a i;orm in canned 'foods 
which 
have 
not 
been 
heated 


enough. The greatest daii;;er from 
mis serious condition comes from 
home fanning, as there have been 
tin outbreaks of botulism reported 
trom commercially canned goods 
packed in the United States 'since 
li)25. 


]''rom 180!) to til-ll some 3fi!) out- 


breaks of botulism have been re- 
ported in the United Stales and 
Canada. Home-canned 
s I r i n j; 


beans, asparagus, corn and spinach 
have been most commonly incrim- 
inated. 


Tlie symptoms /.renerally develop 


in from 
111 to ;ui hours after eating 


poisoned food. Nausea and vomit- 
ing are common and are usually 
lollowcd 
by symptoms involving 


t))e nervous system. Double vision 
and other disturbances 
of sifht 


frequently occur. 
Difficulty 
in 


swallowing is a common 
"com- 


plaint. Death. 
unfortunately, 
is 


ireiinent and is most common in 
irom three to six days. 


Treatment Uncertain" 
The treatment of this serious but 


fortunately rare condition is unsat- 
isfactory. There is an anti-toxin 
but this treatment, is not. of value 
after the symptoms have appeared, 
and too frequently a diagnosis is 
not made until the symptoms are 
well advanced.
